8. Attended meeting in Mr. Sheldon’s Office, at which were present

Offices. The subject of d^cuss^r^a^ommunon^nns over-seas, by cable 
and otherwise. After considerable discussion, it was agreed that direct 
communication, with copy to FI, would be agreeable for non- operational 
matters relating to substantive intelligence. It was agreed by all that 
all administrative matters would clear through DD/P Divisions. It was 
recognized that there would be times when it was difficult to determine 
whether or not a particular matter which, on its face, .ppeared to relate 
solely to substantive intelligence had a direct connection with operations. 

We, on our part, undertook to be alert to consult FI in order to insure, so 
far as possible, that we were not dealing with operational matters. It was 
made plain to the DD/F representatives, however, that we regarded direct 
communication on substantive intelligence as a matter of importance to the 
DD/l Offices, and that this was particularly applicable to matters coming 
within the cognizance of the Match Committee, where time was of the essence. 

We could not tolerate the interposition of any addition al link in that 
particular chain. As a separate matter, I explained to 25X1 A9a 

25X1 A9a that we did not regard a Senior Representative over- seas as 

merely a covert Station Chief. We felt that, in theory, he represented the 
DCI and all dA and did not agree with the covert Offices’ concept that no 
overt activities reporting directly thru Senior Representative to DD/l 
could be established under a Senior Representative over- seas. As to that 
particular subject, however, we made it plain that we would deal with DD/P 
and DCI . 
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
